ST FORMAT COMMENT 


It seems like hardly a month can go 
by without Atari proudly announcing 
a new and powerful addition to the 
ST range. All power to their sword — 
it’s precisely this kind of news which 
keeps the ST software scene throb- 
bing. But Atari must ensure that 
they encourage developers to support 
any new “super” machines. 

A healthy software base which 
colourfully demonstrates the enhan- 
ced features of the new STs must be 
in existence before the machines hit 
the street. Atari released the STE 
without that and expected people to 
pay an extra £100 on the promise of 
what it could do. This might have 
been tolerable if decent software had 
filtered through within a couple of 
months, but a year and a half later 
the vast majority of games still don’t 
utilise the features of the STE. 

Programmers are still writing 
for the lowest common denominator — 
the 520STFM. Our reader survey re- 
vealed that nearly a quarter of you 
own STEs and that figure is continu- 
ally rising. You invest money in the 


“superior” ST but see nothing for it. 
The only way to show the games pub- 
lishers that you want games which 
utilise the STE’s extra features is to 
refuse to buy lesser games. But if you 
show such discernment, the software 
houses turn around and blow a trum- 
pet of doom for the whole of the ST 
games world. 

They have a right to be sceptica 
about new projects. Atari encouraged 
developers to support their Panther 
console and then withdrew it at the 
last minute. Against that background 
it’s easy to understand developers’ 
lack of support for Atari’s new 
machines. So it’s up to Atari to sort i 
out. They need to ensure that in 
future they send out hundreds of 
development machines to promp 
programmers to work on new soft- 
ware. There must be no more of this 
practice of announcing new machines 
and then pulling them at the las 
minute. Publishers must be given 
every opportunity to produce new 
software, because without it all these 
wonder machines are worthless.

Hybrid Arts have the singular distinc- 
tion of being the very first company to 
demonstrate MIDI music-making on a 
computer, way back in 1985. Lately 
the company have been in the shadow 
of the German giants of the MIDI 
sequencing world such as C-Lab, but 
now they’re back with their own profes- 
sional sequencer, EditTrack Gold. 

The company are selling their new 
sequencer for a very respectable $99 
(about £60), a move which is likely to 
worry C-Lab and threaten Cubase. The 
sequencer has all the advantages of 
the GEM environment and includes 60 
tracks, meaning that you're unlikely to 
run out of MIDI channel space.

The Monster Stereo Sampler can 
take its sound directly from any CD 
player, Walkman or Hi-fi, enabling 
you to modify sounds in true stereo. 
Clever programming means the sam- 
pler uses minimal memory — so little 
that ST owners with 520K still have 
425K in which to place samples. 

One of the advanced features is 
real-time filtering compression.

Atari monopolise 
on the High Street 


For the first time in a while, Atari 
are happy with themselves. Peter 
Staddon, Atari UK’s Marketing Man- 
ager, told ST FORMAT they’ve com- 
pletely sold their first two-month 
stock of Family Curriculum packs in 
just three weeks — a feat which he 
claims is “by anyone’s standards 
pretty good going.” 

Staddon also said that distribu- 
tion is up 40%. What this business 
speak means is that you can now buy 
yourself an ST in nearly twice as 
many shops as you could last year.

AND NOW FOR SOMETHING VAGUELY FAMILIAR 


It’s not often a new label is launched (unless 
it's a budget subsidiary of a larger company), but 
a new label is just what Hawk is. The company is 
to be dedicated to producing “top quality, highly 
playable” arcade games — but before you cry 
“heard it all before,” they hope to include a little 
more depth than you find in most shoot-it-if-it- 
moves-and-even-if-it-doesn’t games. 

Their first release, on course for the end of 
July, is a shoot’em-up with trading elements 
going by the name of The Executioner. The main

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requisites for playing the game are a fast trigger- 
finger and a high degree of precision. Controlling 
a spacecraft using the “thrust” method (made 
famous by Asteroids and Thrust) you must negoti- 
ate caverns, swamps and dungeons, land and 
take prisoners, while simultaneously fighting off 
the nasties and refuelling with your third hand. 
Between planets, you can trade prisoners for fuel 
and weapons or torture them to gain information 
on which planet to visit next. 

If you’ve had your ST for a while you might 
think all this sounds a bit familiar. A glance at the 
screenshot could confirm your suspicions: the 
game bears not a small resemblance to Oids, the 
seminal classic of a few years back. This might 
not be a bad thing. With the advance of program- 
ming techniques since then, and with the en- 
hanced graphics and gameplay it seems to offer, 
The Executioner could turn out to be one belter 
of a game — an Oids for the 90s, no less. 

Almost before you've torn the shrinkwrap off 
you can expect Championship Athletics. As Hawk 
rightly point out, there hasn't been a major athlet- 
ics game around for a while so they hope to 
simultaneously revive the genre and set a new 
standard into the bargain. In athletics sims you 


traditionally needed a joystick of iron and an un- 
tiring hand. Championship Athletics does feature 
some waggling, but not all of the 16 events rely 
on it: the hurdles, relay and field events need pre- 
cision timing, and the longer distance events 
(800m, 1,500m and 5,000m) cut the waggling 
altogether and get straight into icon selecting. 
Hawk promise that the graphics are going to 
be a huge improvement on previous sims and the 
game overall great fun... but they would say that, 
wouldn't they? Watch for our review soon. stf

hen the ST first came out, the 520's 
WA vc Random Access Memory 
(RAM) looked huge compared to that 
of the home micros of the day like the 48KByte 
Sinclair Spectrum. The trouble was, program- 
mers soon got used to writing powerful programs 
which used all that memory, with really serious 
ones like Calamus needing 1MByte to run at all. 
Many ST owners now wish they had more power. 
Don't panic! Even if you have a 520 ST, there’s no 
need to throw it away and buy a Mega. You can 
simply add extra RAM to your ST to give it the 
memory power you need. It’s equally possible to 
turn a 1040 ST, with its 1,024KByte (1MByte) of 
memory, into a 2MByte or 4MByte machine. 
Do you really need extra memory? It depends 
on the uses you put your ST to. For doing nothing 
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* REPS 


more than playing games, you can probably get 
by with a basic model 520 ST, although even 
some games now need 1MByte of memory. But 
for business or “serious” uses like desktop pub- 
lishing or music sequencing, you really need 
more than the basic half meg. Assuming you 
already have a double-sided internal disk drive 
installed, a RAM upgrade should be your next pri- 
ority. For the minor expense of upgrading to 
1MByte, you gain a whole new lease of life for 
your ST. Having more memory enables you to use 
the bigger, more powerful programs, and keep 
those useful but memory-hungry Desk Acces- 
sories (DAs) available as well. 

Upgrading your memory sounds good, then. 
The next question is whether it’s worth going 
beyond 1MByte, to 2 or even 4MByte. Well, you 


hi your inemory? No room for Desk Acce 


might need to if you want to run large programs, 
DAs and replacement Desktops like NeoDesk, 
and also hook up an Atari laser printer, which 
needs a minimum of 2MByte just to control it! 
(For details, see this issue’s printer roundup, 
beginning page 98.) So in this special feature we 
look at the pros and cons of upgrading, review 
the leading upgrade boards on the market, and 
assess which ones are the best buys. 


If you fancy increasing your ST's memory 
power, what options are available? Well, if you're 
into electronics, you could solder some additional 
memory chips into your machine's circuit board. 
Most of the older 520 STs are based on a cut- 
down version of the 1040 board with space for 
the extra chips that were left out. But this is not a 
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Hi Most STEs boast a very straightforward memory upgrading option. They make 
use of SIMMs — Single Inline Memory Modules, which are essentially boards of 

memory that plug straight into the circuit. These boards are standard, simple to 
fit, cheap and easy to buy. It’s trickier with an older ST — but we tell you how! 


particularly easy job, and you can only go up to 
1MByte this way. 

The second option is to take or send your 
machine to one of the companies offering a mem- 
ory upgrading service (a list of them is included 
on page 28). They either solder in extra memory 
for you or install one of the kits available. If you 
are not very handy when it comes to taking things 
to pieces, this is your safest option! 

The third possibility is to buy an upgrade 
board from one of the many suppliers and do it 
yourself. This has become the popular route for 
many owners, and with intense competition 
between the various firms making these DIY kits 
the prices are quite attractive. Before deciding 
which board to go for, think about what memory 
power you are likely to need. If the board you buy 
can only take you to 1MByte, that might be 
enough now but no good next year if you sud- 
denly want even more memory. With some 
boards you can add more memory 
later but with others you can- % 
not, so check this and other Bie 
important features using 
our Comparison Chart. If 
you make a pig’s ear 
of the job, most sup- 
pliers offer a “get 
you out of trouble” 
repair service, or do 
the whole installation for 
a small charge. ~S

Look 
through the adverts in any issue of 
ST FORMAT and you find the typi- 
cal price for a new 520 STE with 
2MByte of memory pre-installed by 
the dealer is only £360, or £440 for 
4MByte. 

As well as the extra memory,

MEMORIES ARE MADE OF THIS 


The memory upgrade kits available for the ST have to be installed inside the machine, unlike those 
for some other micros where they can be plugged into a cartridge port. Internal installation, how- 
ever, makes for a neater job, and the ST behaves exactly as if it had had the bigger RAM from 
scratch. Each kit consists of a printed circuit board (PCB), to be installed into your ST. The boards 
come either “populated” with RAM, or “unpopulated” — that is, bare of memory chips. To populate 
one of these, you have to plug your own memory chips into the sockets on the PCB. Unpopulated 
boards are cheaper than populated, but you then have to buy the RAM chips yourself, and this takes 
the price up a bit. If you have a source of memory chips you might save some money this way, but it 
is more convenient to buy the board ready populated — and you have a better comeback if the kit 
doesn’t work properly for any reason. 

The RAM board is usually connected by plugging it into two places inside your ST, the Video 
Shifter Chip socket and the Memory Management Unit (MMU) chip. This is done with ribbon cables 
which link the RAM board to small PCBs that clip into place over these Video Shifter and MMU 
chips. With some upgrade kits, minor soldering is necessary and “jumper leads” may have to be 
connected to parts of the ST’s main circuit board. All the upgrade kits reviewed here come complete 
with these extra bits and pieces if they are necessary. Memory chips are getting smaller and more 


powerful all the time, making the latest kits very neat and easy to fit.

ow do you follow up one of the best 
- received albums in years? When

Hence, one afternoon, Will 
Mowat, freelance musician 
and MIDI sequencing genius, 
got a call from Jazzie B, ask- 
ing him to work on the album. 
Being of sound mind, Will of 
course agreed, and his superb range 
of synthesisers now adorn the studio, with 
the whole setup controlled by a STACY. 


Andy: Perhaps you could tell us about 
the philosophy behind the band? 

Will: Soul Il Soul is a collective of ideas and musi- 
Cal inputs from various sources put together under 
the one name. Jazzie B is the driving force behind 
the various activities that go on under the umbrella 
name, such as record labels, music publishing, 
club DJs - there's a Soul Il Soul shop in Cam- 
den. The music side is the high profile side 
because it features Jazzie in all his glory, and 
then depending on the project there are 
other people brought in to add to what he 
has to offer. 

“Jazzie B is the driving force behind 
what really gets put down on tape. 
When it gets mixed he is the producer; 
he is also a contributor to the lyrics 
and like all good producers he knows 
how to bring together the various 
personnel for particular projects. 

“The current major project we're 
working on is the next Soul Il Soul 
album, number three — no name, not 
even a working name yet. It’s still rela- 
tively early days, so we can't say what 
we're exactly going to be doing. 
Whether it'll be highly structured songs 
or loose grooves, we haven't yet 
decided. The material is being brought 
together now. The vocalists are being got 
together. So just to demonstrate what Soul Il 
Soul is, for this album it’s Jazzie and myself 
writing some of the material, bringing in 
some friends to write more material, then 
bringing in musicians to cover aspects 
that we can’t cover, such as live drums 
and live bass, percussion, brass, strings 


— anything we fancy, really, that we can’t cover.

«The ST Desk Accessory | use most is Universal 
ltem Selector 3 — actually, it's an AUTO folder 
program, and is everything Atari’s own item selec- 
tor should have been. | also use the new CPX 
modules for the Control Panel — this now auto- 
matically disables the keyboard click, which | 
hate, but keeps the metronome click in Notator’s 
record mode. | use the Contriver mouse, which is 
by far the best mouse I've ever come across, 
very high-geared.” 


What exactly is your setup, based on 
the ST? 

“Well, the setup | use for writing — and for pro- 
duction of the tracks themselves — is based cur- 
rently on a STACY 4 with the 4MByte RAM and 
AOMByte hard disk, the Notator software with Uni- 
tor and Export to provide all MIDI channels and 
synchronisation. That's the heart of the system. 
I'm currently beta-testing Version 3.1, which 
offers some great new things, especially the 
graphic arrangement. Then | have a number of 
keyboards, which range from the Rhodes MK80 


32 ST FORMAT 


via the Korg M1 to the VS - and there's a Roland 
JX10 keyboard as well, and then lots and lots of 
modules like the Matrix 1000, the Roland TX816, 
the Korg M1R, lots of other things as well. 

“| use four Akai S1000 samplers, each with 
8MBytes of RAM. | have two archiving systems. 
One is the PLI removable hard disk drive, and 
also the DAC RW 6000, a magneto-optical com- 
pact disc. I've got loads of drum machines as 
well — the old Roland CR78, the TR808, the 
TR909 — all linked up, so we have about 60 audio 
outputs, not used all at the same time of course. 
They all run into our current desk, which is the Tri- 
dent Di-An console. It then gets recorded onto the 
Sony 48 track machine, then mixed onto tape.” 


Do you use the ST for anything other 
than sequencing? 

*'m about to start experimenting with the new 
ADAS system from Plasmec, a unit which enables 
you to record onto hard disk — or in my case onto 
a magneto-optical. The nice thing about this Is 
that it is a stand-alone box, unlike Sound Tools. 

“The other possibility | could use it for is syn- 
thesiser sound editing. I've been experimenting 
with C-Lab’s Polyframe. It's, if you like, a universal 
editor. You can have a number of software mod- 
ules within one computer which are slotted into a 
so-called software mainframe, which is Poly- 
frame. The modules are each designed for a 
range of synthesisers, so they'll be bringing out, 
for instance, a Korg M1/M3 module, an SY77 
module, and a universal module to allow you to 
design your own editing. You can have quite a few 
modules resident in an ST with 1MByte RAM and 
still have your main sequencing program running 
at the same time. 

“use the ST not because it is better than any 
other computer but because so far the programs 
| have found for it have been exactly the pro- 
grams I've been wanting to do my work, and that 
is what it always comes back down to.® 


Does anyone else use the ST in the 
studio? 

“Well, Jazzie uses it through me because I’m not 
just a writer, I'm also a programmer and if you 
like an enabler of musical ideas. When Jazzie 
comes up with his ideas, my task is to be the 


transparent finger that writes — I'm his hands, his 
interpreter, so | try to put the ideas down on the 
ST. So he uses the ST through me. The engineer 
doesn't, but there are other writers and they all 
use the ST.% 


Has the computer had any influence 
upon what you’re doing? 

Yes, of course using the ST has influenced our 
work. It means | can see a project through from 
writing to final production, using the same soft- 
ware, the same sounds, with complete control, 
knowing what I’m doing. 

“The computer has been a_ tremendous 
democratiser of availability of opportunity to cre- 
ate music. | understand that the ST’s architecture 
does allow the software programmer of a sequen- 
cer, say, to be much more flexible about the way 
he works, in that the architecture can be totally 
reconfigured to fit what the programmer wants to 
do rather than the programmer having to fit within 
a set of standards, as happened on the Mac. 

“The advantage is that the programmer can 
come up with more or less exactly what he 
intended and can make the ST bend over back- 
wards to produce results. The disadvantage is 
that it produces a high level of incompatibility 
between programs. It’s certainly true that a No- 
tator or Creator is faster in operation, is more 
responsive, than an equivalent program on the 
Mac at the same processing speed. 

“lf there was no computer in the studio, then 
music would not be what it is now. The reason 
you have so much house music and dance- 
oriented music is the availability of the computer. 
It means that people with little or no musical 
knowledge — but with a certain streetwise musical

ability and access to some noise producing hard- 
ware — can paste together a series of beats that 
passes for dance rhythms, and A and R depart- 
ments pick up on these things and release them. 

“The ST has been at the forefront of this rev- 
olution. The ST is the most widely used computer 
in music, in Europe anyway, and therefore — | 
think it’s not too strong to say — is responsible for 
a lot of the direction which music has taken within 
the commercial sphere. That and, of course, the 
software. Which came first, the hardware or the 
software? Well of course it was the ST that came 
first. The programmers saw the possibility of the 
ST and jumped on the bandwagon - Steinberg, C- 
Lab, Hybrid Arts and a plethora of other smaller 
companies.” 


Is it possible to achieve in your bed- 
room results similar to what you can 
achieve in your studio? 
“The answer is 100% yes. It is certainly possible 
— and | do emphasise possible. | was interested 
to read the Neil Palmer articles earlier this year 
about this very thing [STF issues 21 - 22]. With 
the right guidance it is possible to produce music 
like what you can hear on Radio lor Capital Radio 
— but of course that’s not the same as saying that 
you will have success this way. 

“| mean, Neil Palmer was absolutely right.

ye = environment for your songs are absolutely right. 


You don’t have to know what you're doing, you 
don’t have to be rich, you can be as ugly as you 
like (look at me), you can be as old or young as 
you like — you have the potential of producing 
something which might be picked up by a record 
label and played on the radio. There’s no doubt 
about that. It’s been done time and time again.” 


How do you feel about these ST pro- 
duced chart records? 

“lt has to be spelt out quite often in this business 
that you must never confuse what passes for 
music in the national charts with what actually is 
music. What goes out in the national charts may 
be musical, but that’s not a condition of it being 
there — the condition of it being there is that it will

loosen the punters’ purse strings and generate a 
cash flow for the record company. 

“Time and time again people say to me: ‘The 
stuff on Radio 1 is complete rubbish! | could do 
better than that - listen to this.’ And certainly 
what they play is very good, but of course what is 
on Radio 1 is style and image. | would never ever 
get in the charts as an image. This is where I've 
come in through the back door by writing. Jazzie 
however fits both worlds — he’s a writer and pro- 
ducer and of course he’s a tremendously power- 
ful image. 

“| think the most healthy way is to see music 
for what it is. If it is a hobby, then that’s great. If 
you have an ulterior motive behind it, then that’s 
also great, but don’t for heaven's sake get bitter 
and twisted if things don’t work out in the end.” 


There’s been a lot of talk about the 
morality of sampling - lifting portions 
of other people’s music and using 
them on new records. How do you 
feel about this? 
| work together with a handful of colleagues ina 
very specialised area, the production of commer- 
cial pop music, and therefore what | have to say 
on this is probably very subjective. But if we are 
asked to produce a product, a song, for a certain 
market — say the chart market — and the feeling 
is that the way to achieve that and to be commer- 
cially successful is to use a product from some 
other source, then in a way ‘all is fair in love and 
war.’ You go with the flow. If at some other time it 
was felt that you've just got to have a banjo, then 
you bloody go out and get a banjo. To be com- 
mercially successful in house music, for instance, 
you've got to have a TR909 sound on there or a 
drum machine — an 808 and so on and so on. To 
be commercially successful in heavy metal you've 
got to have a screamingly high voice, very loud 
guitars, very loud drums and look a prat. So, ina 
way, sampling has to be viewed in that context. 
Sampling is seen as one of the keys to making 
sure you at least get a fair crack at the commer- 
cial stakes. 

“The morals behind it is a different question. 
If you have sampled something which is the 
essence of a previous song — what actually made 
that song successful - and you work something 
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else around it, without gaining clearance from the 
originator or the producers of that original song, 
then you deserve to be sued. But of course what 
a lot of cunning labels do now is tell the various 
sources of the sample in advance, negotiate a 
very low publishing agreement percentage, and if 
the song turns out to be a success they've got it 
made. 

“If, however, it's a sample of another song 
but not dramatically important, like a drum, then | 
think it's excusable because we're all ‘brothers 
and sisters together’ and there’s a very fair 
chance we might be doing it to somebody else 
and they'll be doing it to us. If you like, sampling 
is a musical form of flattery. 

“What we're doing at the moment is creating 
our own loops, getting musicians who are 
brought in specifically to provide a sound and 
they know they're doing that and they're quite 
happy to do that. So for instance we'll get a 
drummer and a bass player, they'll play what we 
ask them to play and we'll loop that, because it 
could be — although I’m not saying this is the situ- 
ation — it could be that we don't want to have a 
completely ‘steam-powered’ bass and drums all 
the way through the track. We may want to have 
that slightly looped feel about it. But at least it’s 
one of our own loops. No-one else can have it 
and it’s playing precisely what it is we want them

gramming. Do you think computers 
have de-humanised music? 

| have to answer in two ways. Speaking for the 
health of the musical nation, for the future and all 
that, | would prefer, if | was the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, to force people to play their own 
instruments, not these computers and all the rest 
of it. But | am but a simple priest, just a member 
of the musical community, and | have to say, 
whatever it takes to produce, to make money, | 
will do and | don’t think it’s possible to say if it’s 
better or not. 

“If you're working at home, and if it feels right 
for that song to use a good old rumble from the 
‘60s and ’70s behind your music and beef it up 
with other sounds, do it. If it feels better to use a 
simple keyboard snare from a drum machine, 
then do that - though | tend to find that having 
some sort of atmospheric rumble in my loop 
sample is a good way to create some sort of 
inspiration. You could always take it out at the 
end, but at least it’s there to set you off.® stf

YES, BUT ARE ATARI SOULFUL ENOUGH? 


What are your opinions on 
the state of Atari in the 
"90s? 


“I’m in a bit of a tricky posi- 
tion. | am associated with the 
Atari software business side in 
that | am one of the advisors 
for C-Lab in Germany. I’m also 
involved on a_ consultancy 
basis with Sound Technology, 
who market C-Lab in the UK. 
Therefore, | have a deep 
understanding of the Atari 
market in this country and 
Europe and it has certainly 
been true to say that until 
recently the attitude of Atari — 
generally worldwide (maybe | 
can exclude Germany) — has 
been pretty damn bad, not to 
put too fine a point on it. 

“They have been very, very 
fortunate. People like C-Lab 
have kept on driving the ST for- 
ward. Atari have a really bad 
attitude to customer relations 
and backup. It appears to be 
changing now, at least in this 
country, in that Atari have 
some new local people who 
seem to be interested in talking 
more, providing more informa- 
tion — but it’s still aeons away 
from what Apple offer. 

“You see, you could turn 
round and say to Atari: ‘You 
could be twice as successful, 
had your reputation been up 
there.’ As it is, the reputation of 
Atari is still in leisure activities 


and has never really, truly 
shaken off that fact. Granted, in 
Germany and Switzerland and 
other European countries the 
ST is seen as a business tool, 
but | think you'll find it’s not 
seen with the seriousness that 
a Mac would be. Of course, 
Atari are now trying in this 
country, with the Mega STE and 
the TT.” 


How do you think the new 
Atari machines, STyle (the 
ST Pad) and the Notebook, 
will be received? Do you 
think the Notebook will be 
a good replacement for the 
STACY? 


“Well, we’ve got two STACYs. | 
knew from inside sources that 
the STACY was in fact a pre- 
production prototype which 
never gained regulatory accep- 
tance in the States, which is 
why it was never brought out 
there, with the exception of 
music shops, and this is why it 
has been left with a couple of 
software problems. Other peo- 
ple who bought the STACY are 
really not aware of the situa- 
tion. | imagine that when they 
saw the announcement of the 
ST Book, they were rather 
shocked to learn that the 
STACY would be discontinued. 

“Now, | think the STACY 
situation is typical of the old 
Atari way of thinking. | mean, 


mine came without any in- 
structions or software — | had 
to beg, steal or borrow from 
Silica. So for many months 
everyone went round thinking 
the STACY’s hard drive had to 
be parked before being shut 
down, whereas it actually 
autoparks the heads when you 
switch off. This kind of muddle 
is so unprofessional. 

“Now the Book looks, on 
paper, interesting. What 
shocks me (though I’m sure 
they'll rectify this) is that it 
looks like it won’t come with 
any floppy disk medium -— it 
has hard drive but not floppy 
disk — so how do you export? | 
would hope that they would 
put at least a high-tech floppy 
disk drive in there to cope with 
the situation. 

“| would be using Portfolio 
now if it had ST compatibility. 
If 'm asked to use something 
like the Atari Portfolio (that’s 
PC-compatible), | don’t have 
time to mess about getting 
hold of cables and transferring 
data and all the rest of it, and 
learning protocols, new syn- 
taxes to drive other computers 
and so on — | just don’t have 
the time or the inclination, and 
so | avoid those computers. | 
would hope that the new Atari 
machines are natural succes- 
sors, natural developments of 
the ST syntax. If they are, so 
much the better.”

ON THE FIRST DAY 
To get things going, set your ST to 
low resolution and double-click on 


the file MEGALOMA.PRG. After a few 
seconds the game loads and dis- 
plays a few intro screens. You're 
then asked to place your first tower 
— a home-base for your team. Just 
point the mouse cursor at an empty 
square on the island at the top left 
of the screen. The game is now on! 
The main screen changes to 
show a closeup view of your sector 


@ Hands off, he’s mine! This open cast 
hole is where you can obtain such valu- 
able raw materials as Solarium, hence 
its name — the Well of Sols (groan) 


and your first tower. It’s a bit on the 
rustic side, because technically 
speaking you're still a caveman. On 
the left of the display, you see a 
whole bunch of icons — see the 
panel for details on their operation. 


TOOLING UP 
When you begin, you are very very 
weak — but then so’s your enemy. 
Your first move should be to to re- 


search as many inventions as you 
can. There are three main kinds of 
design: castle shields for repairing 
your tower, defensive weapons for 
protecting your team and attacking 
weapons for pillaging and usurping 
enemy towers. To start researching, 
click on the light-bulb icon and a list 
of three designs appears. Click on 
your chosen design and the panel 
changes to show the design, a man- 
figure (representing the number of 
people allocated to research) and a 
clock face representing how long 
you need to spend on research 
before you can start building your 
design. Click on the zero under the 
man-icon with the right button to 
create a larger team and the time 
required drops. 

You start with 25 men and if 
you do nothing with them they grad- 
ually reproduce and swell the ranks. 
The more men you have idle in the 
castle, the faster they reproduce — 
and conversely, if you stick all the 
men into research to speed up 
development the reproduction rate 
slows down. Try sticking about 20 
into research and leave the remain- 
ing five to boost the population. 

After a while, a sampled voice 
tells you the design is ready. You 
can now research another project if 
you wish or start using the design 
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just created. Check the blueprint 
icon to find out what designs are 
ready to build and what resources 
are needed to build them. They're 
automatically assembled, providing 
you have the resources available. 
For a safe start, invest some time in 
researching defensive weapons, 
then perhaps a shield. Finally, re- 
search as many attacking weapons 
as you Can and try to keep the pop- 
ulation level as high as possible. 


ONWARDS INTO BATTLE 
When you want to go conquering, 
click on the attacking weapon icon 


and choose as many armed men as 
possible. Then click on the main dis- 
play, outside the castle. Your men 
appear, looking for a fight. Click the 
right button on the little dot that’s 
appeared on the sector map and the 
pointer turns into a sword. Left-click 
this onto a neighbouring sector and 
your men appear there. The display 
changes to show your troops arriv- 
ing at your enemy's home. A mighty 
scrap ensues, and with luck you win. 

You then get the chance to go 
on to Cilla and do the same again. 
You may be asked if you want to ally 
with another team. It’s up to you, 


but remember allies always become 
enemies when all third parties are 
destroyed — so when the common 
enemy is dead watch your back! 


THE BLATANT PLUG 

This demo loops when finished, so 
you can play again and again. But 
this is a cut-down version of the 
game.

Flexidump Plus is a_ fantastic 
printing program you can use in 
conjunction with virtually all types 
of printer.

This demo version has a few of 
the allsinging, all-dancing fea- 
tures disabled, but nevertheless 
it’s still useable and gives a good 
idea of what the commercial ver- 
sion is capable of. 

Using Flexdemo couldn't be 
simpler.

BACK UP YOUR DISK! 


Because the ST FORMAT Cover 
Disk is non-standard, the backup 
procedure is not simple. Follow 
these steps and you'll have no 
problems. Do it any other way and 
you could mangle your Cover Disk. 
And then where would you be? 

1. Format a couple of blank disks 
(you may not get all the data onto 
one) — single-sided if you’ve got a 
single-sided drive, double-sided if 
you have a double-sided drive. 

2. Write-protect (notch open) the 
original Cover Disk and insert it 
into the drive (if you have two 
drives, you lucky devil, insert the 
Cover Disk into drive B). Double- 
click on the drive B icon to open a 
window showing the Cover Disk 
contents. If you haven’t got a sec- 
ond drive, a message appears 
requesting you to put disk B in 
drive A. Simply click on OK. 

3. Insert one of the blank format- 
ted disks into drive A (removing 
the Cover Disk if you have only 
one drive). Double-click on the 
drive A icon and open up another 


window. You may be asked to 
insert disk A in drive A — you just 
have, so just click on OK again. 

4. Highlight each folder in the 
drive B Cover Disk window and 
drag them into the drive A window, 
one ata time. 

5. If you have one drive, you’re 
asked to insert disk A and disk B at 
regular intervals. Don’t mix the two 
up! Disk B is the Cover Disk and 
disk A the freshly formatted disk. 
6. When you get a “disk full” error 
message, recopy the incomplete 
folder and any subsequent folders 
onto the second freshly formatted 
disk, using steps 3 and 4 above. 

7. Double-sided owners, when 
you've finished copying the folders 
from side 1 of the Cover Disk, 
double-click on SIDE_2. Copy the 
folders inside as you did in step 3. 
When finished, use only the back- 
up. Put the original away safely. 

8. Don’t forget, you must not try to 
use the standard Atari disc copy 
(dragging floppy A onto Floppy B) 
function — it won’t work. 


WHAT’S UP, DOC? 


Included in some of the folders on the Cover Disk is 
a documentation file containing notes from the pro- 
grammer, or an upgrade/contributions address, or 
operational hints and tips. These are always worth 
reading or printing out because FORMAT’s Cover 
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Disk pages — jam-packed with goodies as they are — 
often have to skimp on the highly-detailed aspects of 
a complex program, especially if there are DOC files 
present on the Disk. 

Documentation files are usually named some- 
thing like README.DOC or PROGNAME.TXT. To read 
them just double-click on the file icon and you see a 
dialogue window appear. This says something like 


“You can only show or print this document.” Click on 
SHOW and your ST displays the file on-screen. (This 
is usually more readable in medium or high resolu- 
tion, even if the program runs in another resolution.) 
Click on PRINT and your ST sends the file to a 
printer — if it’s connected and set up correctly. Be 
careful that you don’t click on this if you don’t have a 
printer, or you may cause your ST to “hang up.”

like in those old Incredible Voyage films. The virus is ready and waiting to take 
over the entire system — it’s your job to stop it using any means at your disposal 


he interior of the human 
body seems to be a very 
popular place for film mak- 
ers — maybe it's because it has such 
a huge and varied structure. Unfor- 
tunately, ST gamers have been 
poorly served by decent games of 
this ilk — until now that is. In Germ 
Crazy you have the task of entering 
your brother’s body and ridding it of 
a particularly nasty and mutated 
strain of the common cold. 

You can play the game on many 
difficulty levels: tackling the cold in 
one section of the body — in a limb, 
for instance — or over the whole sys- 
tem. There are also six different 
stages of virus viciousness to take 
into account. Dealing with the whole 
body is a task not to be taken 
lightly, so it's best to start with just 
a small area. 

Decisions you make during play 
can affect the whole body or just 
parts of it - even down to the indi- 
vidual cells. Here you can create 


one of 28 different agents. These 
fight the virus on a one-to-one basis 
and have individual strengths, weak- 
nesses and abilities. 

Mobiles float around and home 
in on the enemy, for example, while

energy is constantly being drawn 
from your reserves. Draw too much 
and the body starts breaking down 
its own cells to stay alive. 

You don’t just have to destroy 
the virus either. You also have to 
raise the body’s immunity level to 
prevent further infection, as well as 
keep it nourished and rested. Other- 
wise it simply conks out. 

If things get really desperate 
you could visit the NHS or a private 
doctor for pills, an injection, major 
surgery or a life support machine. 
Beware, though: you start off with a 
set amount of money. Once you've 
used it all — buying pills and so on - 
that's it. Taking chances on the 
black market is a bit dodgy — no-one 
knows exactly what the medicines 
do. Neither is it too far-fetched to 
say that the transplant organs might 
have had something to do with a 
horse at some point. 

There is a wealth of information 
displays available to show you how 


far the virus is progressing. You can 
replace dead cells (apart from dead 
nerve cells) by using repairing 


agents. Nerve cells, as in real life, 
can't be replaced, so once the virus

Germ Crazy is not an easy game to 
get to grips with. Even at the sim- 
plest cell level there are many differ- 
ent icons and graphs to sort out. 
The manual is a definite must, but 
unfortunately it has some fairly glar- 
ing grammatical errors. Some of 
the game's features are also very 
sketchily described, so it takes at 
least four games to make sense of 
what's going on. 

Once you get into the swing of 
things you can really begin to enjoy 
the game though. Just as the game 
is complex at first - because there 
are so many options and difficulty 
levels — so it has real staying power 
when you're familiar with it. It's not 


easy to categorise 
though because the 
arcade, strategy and 
business sim ele- 
ments are all com- 
bined together. 
However there 
still seems to be 
something missing 
from the game and 
this stops it from 
gaining a FORMAT 
award. The 
graphics just don’t 
have that polished 
edge and the manual 
is less than perfect. 
Sure, it’s fun — but it isn’t going to 
drive you to the point of obsession. 
Criticism aside, Germ Crazy is 
one of the most originally executed 
games released this year. It could 
so easily have been just a simple 
shoot’em-up — you against the anti- 
bodies.

This game claims it’s “the most realistic football 
game ever produced for the home computer.”

FORGOTTEN WORLDS 
Kixx - £7.99 
This game — a fast action shoot-em-up with excel- 
lent graphics - caused quite a stir when it was 
originally released. Since then though, we've seen 
some pretty darn good games in that genre, so 
can this compete with the best today? 

Two-players can take part, each taking the 
role of a macho dude with big guns and an even 
bigger ego. The plot is pointless — there are hun- 
dreds of enemies poised to turn you into dog 
meat and you've got to kill them. There are four 
horizontally-scrolling levels, each based on a dif- 
ferent theme, and there is the obligatory massive 
end-of-level monster. Halfway through each level 
you can visit the shop to buy extra weaponry 
using the coins you've picked up from the 
vapourised baddies. 

Graphics are excellent. The sprites are fairly 
large and well animated and some of the back- 
grounds are superb. However the control method 
lets the game down. To change your direction of 
fire, you must hold down the Fire button and move 
the joystick. This means you can’t move left while 
firing right because you just spin round and face 
the other way — it’s extremely confusing. 

So an otherwise excellent game is ruined by 
that one fault — unless you have enough patience 
to practise. With that proviso Forgotten Worlds 
isn't half bad, particularly for the asking price.

Roller skating, too, is quite 
straightforward. Build up enough speed, jump over 
the hazards, do a few stunts and try not to end up 
kissing the concrete. BMX racing is a faster (and 
harder) version of roller skating, though a few 
more stunts are available. Finally, the flying disk, 
or the Frisbee, sees you hurling the disk with the 
aid of a strength and angle graph. You then have 
to manoeuvre a girly waiting at the other end of 
the field and make her catch it. 

On the whole the events are enjoyable, though 
perhaps a little difficult to begin with — there are 
loads of controls and rules for you to learn. Fortu- 
nately there are also practice events. The graph- 
ics aren't spectacular — the bloke doing the foot 
bag looks like he needs major surgery — but 
they're up to the job. Sound is predictable and 
minimal.

Outzone is a strange mix of space shoot-em-up 
and puzzle game. You have responsibility for a 
small craft that has a fixed speed and trajectory. 
You can only change its direction by intervening in 
its path. You do this by pressing the Fire button 
when you're near it. This attaches the craft to the 
back of your ship. By moving the joystick up and 
down you can alter the craft's vertical position. 
Pressing the Fire button again releases it. 

The craft must reach the end of the zone 
while avoiding the many blocks scattered about 
the area. These blocks are of two types: inde- 
structible and marked. The latter are marked by a 
geometric shape or a letter of the alphabet. Touch 
two blocks (with your ship) that have matching 
geometric shapes and they disappear, usually 
forming an entrance for the craft. Touch two 
alphabetical ones and you activate a bonus effect 
— extra energy for your ship or a new weapon. You 
need the weapons to shoot the static aliens that 
occasionally appear and block your way. The craft 
isn’t affected by these aliens — but you are. 

The graphics are small and functional and the 
sound isn't much better. While each level 
becomes more difficult, the gameplay remains the 
same. For the first one or two games you'll proba- 
bly be intrigued, but when you've lost a life for the 
fifth time and found yourself right back at the 
beginning again, you might find the gameplay 
lacking — particularly since there are 28 levels.

EMULATORS reviews 


he ST is a superb machine for word pro- 
7 cessing, DTP, music, games or indeed 
any of a plethora of jobs, but what do you 
do when you'd like to bring your work home with 
you? The odds are that you don’t use an ST at 
work, so you can't bring your text files, spread- 
sheets or computer documents home with you 
because they use a completely different disk/file 
format to that of your ST. Schools use a variety 
of ilkchosen computers, about as flexible as the 
laws on free speech. So how does the ST-owning 
schoolkid (or for that matter, teacher) do some 
computer-based homework? 

The simple answer is to emulate. STs use a 
particularly quick 68000 central processing chip, 
which easily lends itself to high speed process- 
ing. For this reason, emulation on the ST is par- 
ticularly well supported. Depending on the depth 
of your pocket, you can turn your ST into a PC- 
compatible, a Macintosh or even a ZX-81. Thus 
you can enjoy the quality software and hardware 
available for the ST range, while still being able to 
run other machines’ software.

EMULATORS 


IBM clones have a stranglehold on the busi- 
ness world. This has little to do with their 
flexibility, power or ease of use; it’s simply a 
throwback to the days when the only “seri- 
ous” machines were produced by a company 
called IBM.

some major transformations. The current system 
is version three — fully capable of running every- 
thing up to Mac system 6 and more curent Mac 
software than early Macs are able to run.

Run the emulator off 
a 1MByte ST and you're left with only 832K of 
Mac memory space. This is enough to run pro- 
grams such as Microsoft Word, but you aren't 
able to edit very large documents. 

Applications such as Quark Xpress DTP are 
completely impossible on such a small memory 
size. You also find that your computer is more 
liable to crash with this memory size. The mini- 
mum memory size you should consider workable 
under Spectre GCR is 2MBytes. 

You may also experience some problems 
with reading and writing to Mac disks. The ST 
gives its floppy drives something of a bashing 
and operates them in a completely different way

In common with ATonce, the AT Speed board has 
recently been updated to a full 16MHz version. 
You may still be able to get hold of the older AT 
Speed board, but you're far better plumping for 
the C16 model. The board supports all screen 
resolutions right up to VGA and offers 640K of 
free RAM on a 1MByte ST. 

The board is built around an 80286 proces- 
sor — the standard PC AT chip. Additionally the 
emulator has room for an 80287 maths co-pro- 
cessor chip, and fitting one of those would drasti- 
cally improve speed of use on memory intensive 
programs such as CAD packages. C16 comes 
complete with DR-DOS version 5, which is a vast 
improvement on MS-DOS, in terms of both docu- 
mentation and speed.

INKJET PRINTERS 


Inkjet printers make their mark by squirting little blobs of ink onto the 
paper from a large number of tiny nozzles in the print-head. Although 
it sounds unlikely, this method works extremely well - and it’s very 
quiet. The Canon Bubblejet machines have 64 jets, giving a resolution 
of 360 dots per inch (dpi) - better than the 300 dpi of a laser printer or 
the Hewlett Packard DeskJets. Expect to see new inkjet printers from 
other manufacturers quite soon. Laser printers are still reckoned to 
give the best output quality, but the gap between these and the latest 
inkjets is very small indeed, even though laser printers cost over 
twice as much. The disadvantages are that inkjets can only print one 
page at a time (no impact on the page means no carbon or pressure- 
sensitive paper copies) and they can be slow on graphics. But their 
cheapness, convenience and quality more than make up for this.

WHAT’S A PRINTER DRIVER ANYWAY? 


A printer driver is simply a little piece of software code that enables a particular program to talk to or 
“drive” a particular printer. Any “serious” program usually includes a whole range of printer drivers, so 
you can simply select the printer you're using. With well-supported software, extra printer drivers are 
often made available when a new model of printer comes out. Each printer driver works only with the 
program it’s designed for, but some drivers work for more than one printer. Any Epson 9-pin driver sup- 
plied with a program should be okay to drive any printer that is Epson-compatible or can “emulate” an 
Epson, even another make. But a driver for a 24-pin colour printer, say, is no good for a 9-pin printer. 
Getting hold of the right driver for Public Domain word processors like 1st Word or ST Writer Elite

Many ST art programs and some DTP packages (like PageStream) 
support colour printing. So do some WP programs - but be prepared to 
read your manuals and experiment to accomplish this! 

Colour printing is possible with either dot matrix or inkjet methods. 
Colour dot matrix printers use a special four-colour ribbon instead of a 
plain black ribbon, mounted in a cartridge controlled by a small electric 
motor which raises and lowers the cartridge so the correct colour (Red, 
Yellow, Blue or Black) is under the print-head. By overprinting the basic 
colours, a wide range of colours can be obtained. Some printers come 
equipped with colour as standard; some others you convert to colour 
with an add-on kit including the motorised control and colour ribbon. 
Most dot matrix printers are mono only, so if you think you might want 
colour at a future date check that colour conversion is an option. 

Inkjet colour printers work much the same way, by mixing just four 
basic shades. Using coloured inks instead of inked ribbons makes the 
colours more vivid, and a greater range of colour is possible. For best 
results, Hewlett Packard supply a specially coated paper which prevents 
the ink soaking in and spreading too much. 


printer uses its own built-in fonts. This is why 
such text printing is pretty fast on all types of 
printer. But when you send a DTP page to a 
printer, even if most of the page is text, the ST 
is actually handling the whole page as a pic- 
ture or graphic image. To build up this picture, 
thousands of little dots have to be printed on 
the page, whether by dot matrix, inkjet or laser 
machine. This can be a slow process, even on 
a laser, because the ST has to compute the 
details of the image in memory and then send 
it down the lead in stages to the printer. The 
more dots per inch (dpi) the printer is capable 
of, the better the quality of the picture you get. 
This is why taser printers with their 300 dpi 
resolution produce the most finely detailed 
images. Some dot matrix printers can print at 
360 dpi — but because they print by striking 
the paper through a ribbon each dot is not as 
black and has fuzzy edges, producing a much 
coarser image. Inkjet printers equal lasers for 
resolution — in fact the Canon Bubblejet 
machines, with their 360 dpi, theoretically beat 
them — but many DTP programs, including the 
current version of PageStream, lack a Bubble- 
jet printer driver. More should become avail- 
able, however, as inkjets grow in popularity — 
PageStream version 2, due soon (see News, 
issue 23), promises Bubbiejet support.

socket, an input level switch, a power supply 
socket and a printer port jack extension. The most 
obvious difference between this cartridge and the 
earlier 12-bit version is the incorporation of the 
printer port connector. AVR included this because 
of the sampler’s increased sound resolution. 
Technically the Pro 16 is extremely sophisti- 
cated. On input it operates over-sampling 64 
times, while on output it works at four times over- 
sampling. Two digital auto-tracking antialias filters 
deal with input and output frequencies, while the 
signal to noise ratios are an excellent 88 decibels 
for input and 95 decibels for output. The car- 
tridge can sample at any of four main frequen- 
cies: 16, 22.05, 32 and 44.1 KHz, the latter 
being CD quality. Once in memory, you can play 
back these samples at any conceivable rate. 
Considerable time has been spent perfecting 
the software for the Pro 16. There’s a brand new 
front end editor, midiplay program and a drum- 
beat sequencer.

The 
ST Club’s Paul Glover reveals all 
to ST FORMAT’s Tim Anderson 


ne of the weird things about home 
oO micros is the price of software — any- 
thing from £750 (for DynaCADD) to 
nothing for the free and fun-packed ST FORMAT 
Cover Disk. And quality and price don’t always go 
together — as you soon discover, either by spend- 
ing hundreds of pounds on software that doesn’t 
work properly (the hard way) or by finding a real 
gem in the Public Domain (the easy way). So how 
do the PD libraries do it? FORMAT asked PD 
supremo Paul Glover to reveal all. 
PD libraries have massive amounts of soft- 
ware: Paul's Nottingham-based ST Club has thou- 


sands of programs spread over around 1,500 
disks. Even if you're new to the ST, those long 
lists of software titles advertised for next to noth- 
ing can’t have escaped your eye. Where does it 
all come from? Paul explains: “If people spend 
three or four evenings solving a particular prob- 
lem, they feel they might as well let other people 
have the benefit of their work.” At first, most of 
the programs came from Canadian and American 
PD libraries. But now that the ST Club is well 
known, 80% of their material comes direct from 
the authors — good stuff, as well. “It's almost a 
self-selection process: people are embarrassed

to send things in that don’t meet existing stan- 
dards.” Germany is also a rich source of software 
— so much so that the ardent PD enthusiast is 
advised to learn the language, or at least get a 
German dictionary. One or two frustrated users 
are even writing their own software to provide 
automated translations. 


The ST Club: How it happened 
For Paul, it all began back in 1986, when the ST, 
with its superb high res mono monitor, seemed 
ideal for writing the reports required by his job as 
a mechanical engineer. “There wasn’t any com- 
mercial software to speak of then. The first thing | 
bought was a RAMdisk at £25! Having made that 
mistake, | started scouting around to see what 
was available. | stuck a little £3 ad in Popular 
Computing Weekly and got 50 letters back. There 
were obviously a fairly large crowd of people who 
were equally stranded, so | got going. It was only 
ever intended as a spare time thing, but | ended 
up doing two full time jobs, so | dropped the engi- 
neering work completely.” 

Why the ST? “I didn’t really like the Amiga 
when | first saw it. I've never managed to develop 
any sympathy for it, and PCs don’t hold any great 
allure. Only the Macintosh tempts me at times.” 

As the ST has grown in popularity, so has the 
ST Club, who now employ six people and have 
30,000 customers, 10% of whom live overseas.

> atmosphere of a user group, it's actually a com- 
pany, with Paul Glover the sole proprietor. “I did 
want to do it on a true club basis, with committee 
members, chairman and secretary, but | couldn’t 
see it working very efficiently. Nice idea, but not 
really feasible.” 

In theory, PD libraries only charge for the 
cost of copying and distributing disks — the soft- 
ware itself is free. But shop around and you find 
prices vary from as little as 99p to over £3. The 
ST Club are not one of the cheapest, but Paul 
reckons to offer service and backup second to 
none. “All our orders go out the same day they 
are received. There’s no exception to this. That 
means having enough staff to cope with the maxi- 
mum load you're going to get. Obviously, there is 
substantial revenue, but simply for wages there’s 
substantial outgoings as well. Every order is 
checked before it's packed. There’s an awful lot 
of areas for cutting costs, but as soon as you 
take the quality control out, you're going to spend 
more time sorting out things that you did wrong.” 
After-sales backup is given as well, and the ST 
Club deals patiently with a constant flow of 
queries, not only about the software they dis- 
tribute, but about the ST generally. Even Atari 
refer customers to the club for help. 


The Competition 

What does Paul feel about the ever-growing 
numbers of rival clubs? Nearly 50 are 
listed in the FORMAT PD Directory (see 
page 87) — cheap ones included. “It’s an 
odd relationship. I’m encouraged that 
there are so many others doing the @ 
same thing. Information gets passed 
backwards and forwards without any § 
great worries about commercial inter- 
ests. We get a lot of orders from 
other PD libraries, and we place 
orders with them. 

“This is my living, and 
there's some level of compe- 
tition, which is healthy for 
the users and gives them a 
broader choice.” Enough

SO YOU THOUGHT IT WAS ALL JUST PD... 


Not all the software sent out by PD libraries is 
distributed under the same terms. The ST Club 
deals in no less than eight different kinds of 
non-commercial package: 

Public Domain — True PD software, where the 
author has waived all copyright. You can disas- 
semble it, rewrite it, do anything you like with it 
apart from selling it on at a profit. 

Freeware — The author retains the copyright, 
but is happy to permit free distribution, so long 
as the program is left as it is, with all original 
documention (on disk) intact. 

Shareware - The author is happy for the soft- 
ware to be copied freely; but if you use it 
reguarly, you are required to send a registration 
fee to the author. Trouble is, people often aren’t 
as honest as they ought to be! 

Licenceware — PD libraries can distribute the 
software only with a licence from the author — 
and every time they send out a disk, a royalty is 


make it one of the biggest. “With the royalty 

claims on Budgie disks, we've come top of the 

list every three months bar one. There are five or 

six top clubs: Floppyshop; Goodman; South West 

Software Library; Public Dominator (which used 
to be ST UK) and Softville.” 


Hassles and Headaches 
STOS, the game-programming pack- 
age, is one of the most popular ST pro- 
grams — but when the STE came out, 
See STOS fell over. “This will go down in his- 
f tory as the biggest set of problems,” 
remarks Paul, “because it happened 
twice, not only with the original STE 

but again with TOS 1.62.” On both 
occasions, Mandarin Software, 
distributors of STOS, were quick 
to issue a fix — but it’s the PD 

Libraries that often end up tak- 
ing phone calls and sending 
out the required software. 

Another problem area 
is users with unrealistic 
expectations, “who ex- 

pect perfection on every 
program on every disk, 
with all of them trans- 
parently easy to use, 
and don’t realise 
that these are just 
tools, part of the 
learning curve, 
rather than ready- 
made solutions to 
problems. If you 
get a disk with 20 
programs on, and 


paid to the author. Budgie games are the lead- 
ing examples. The ST Club also offers a new 
kind of PD disk called Microcare, where a roy- 
alty is paid to charity. 

Distribution Fee — PD libraries pay a one-off 
fee to the author for the right to include the 
software in their catalogues. Fastcopy 3 is sold 
on this basis. 

Demo Disks - Not the stunning scrolling or 
animated demos, which are usually freeware, 
but demos of commercial software, with key 
features deliberately disabled. Some people 
actually use the Calamus demo disk, which can 
print but not save, for occasional DTP work. 
Authorware - This is a new concept pioneered 
by none other than the ST Club. This kind of 
software is only available direct from the pro- 
grammer, for a budget price; but the ST Club 
magazine cum catalogue, ST Applications, 
carries free advertisements. 


you get one which is useful once a month, then 
you have to treat it as a success, and not expect 
all 20 to work very well.” 

Some customers have more basic problems. 
“The majority of people seem to have bought a 
Discovery Pack, with the idea of the kids using it 
for education and doing some serious things 
themselves. Unfortunately, they bought it without 
any monitor. Medium res on the TV might be 
unreadable and they're trying to use low res to

manipulate files, read dialogue boxes and study 
readme files that shoot off the top of the screen.” 

However, helping people learn gives great 
satisfaction. “We see people who maybe four or 
five years ago just didn’t know one end of the 
computer from the other, and they've gone on to 
set up businesses based on the ST, like two DTP 
bureaus | know of. They started off by badgering 
me endlessly on the phone.” 


Atari - Getting Better 
At one time, Atari was another headache for the 
ST Club. “For the first three years we never >

worth writing things. 

“We often get the rejects from 
ST FORMAT, where the program 
hasn’t been quite good enough or 
has simply been too big to fit on the 
Cover Disk. Generally, it’s been 
extremely beneficial. And it’s nice 
that the Cover Disks come with 
printed sections showing people 


how to use each program. It eases 
people into it. 

“You could argue that if 
magazines use the programs on the 
Disks to sell the magazine, they are 
breaching the distribution con- 
ditions, ‘using them commercially.’ 
But we have the same problem at 
the ST Club, in that we are running a 
commercial concern, by distributing 
stuff that may not be used for com- 
mercial gain. It’s a grey area. But in 


five years, nobody has ever written 
in to say, ‘Don’t distribute our pro- 
grams.’ On the basis of zero com- 
plaints in five years, we can safely 
assume people are happy. The same 
would apply to the magazines. 

“ST FORMAT is complementary 
to what we do. It achieves its pur- 
pose very well — definitely the best 
of the mainstream ST monthlies.”

actually be. Not everything runs twice as fast, just 
the processor, and it has the benefit of a RAM 
cache.

have come through the last three or four years 
with virtually no resources following the fiasco 
with Federated Stores [a retailing chain which 
Atari bought and resold at a thumping loss]. 
They're extremely lucky in that they have such 
a dedicated band of customers, even in the 
States where you actually couldn't buy STs for a 
considerable period.” 


The Future of PD 

There’s great stuff in the Public Domain already — 
but there’s plenty of scope for new software, so 
get programming! One area that needs develop- 
ing, oddly enough, is providing user-manuals, or 
tips to get the most out of a particular piece of 
software — like the recent PD disk, GFA Xpert, 
which is invaluable to users of GFA Basic 3. But 
there aren't many such user-manuals about. “It’s 
much easier for someone to write a program to 
solve a problem,” Paul comments, “than to sit 
down and write a document which explains to 
everyone how actually to use something.” 

Paul believes that the Public Domain is vital 
to ST owners. Most people have at least one or 
two PD programs they use all the time - a hard 
drive backup utility, perhaps, or a great utility like 
Superboot or Fastcopy 3, or maybe a word pro- 
cessor like 1st Word or ST Writer. “PD does fill a 
gap,” Paul says. “If it didn’t fill that gap, really the 
ST wouldn't be a useable machine.” stf

erbmaster is a companion package to 
Gite Software’s ST Vocab (see STF 

17). Where ST Vocab was designed to 
help students learn and revise foreign vocabular- 
ies, Verbmaster aims to “ease the learning, 
organising and revising of irregular verbs.” 

The program is very similar to ST Vocab - 
indeed the screens are virtually identical in 
appearance. Like its companion, Verbmaster 
offers a multitude of options including entering, 
saving and editing verb groups. The main func- 


tions of the program include speed-learning 
verbs, having tests on the verbs and dumping 
verb sets to a printer. 

In each case, the English infinitive is listed 
alongside the foreign infinitive with present, past, 
imperfect and perfect tenses. Rather oddly, one 
aspect many struggling GCSE students have 
numerous problems with — verb conjugations (| 
am, you are, she is, etc) — is ignored. However, 
one imagines that to cover this, either the pro- 
gram would have to be twice its current length or 
Academic Software would have to produce 
another package with slightly different aims. 

In contrast to ST Vocab, the sample word 
groups provided on disk are very limited. There 
are verb sets for French, Latin, German and 
Spanish, but each of these consists of only five 
examples. However, considering that the pro- 
gram was designed as a personal learning 


and revision aid, it is doubtless expected that 
students or teachers might prepare their own 
data sets using the editor. 

Despite these grumbles, Verbmaster is a well 
designed companion to ST Vocab and should 
assist foreign language students in coming to 
terms with one of the more difficult aspects of 
their studies. It is the only program on the market 
dealing with foreign irregular verbs.

to design. After all, setting a clock is not 
the most exciting of activities! Then there’s the 
problem of choosing between analogue and digi- 
tal read-outs - both are equally applicable in 
today’s world. 

Master Time is the latest educational release 
from B Ware — the highly respected edsoft pub- 
lishing house whose previous programs have 
included the excellent B Spell and Play Spell — 
and it addresses these problems admirably. It 
contains three colourful time-telling games. One 
uses an analogue read-out, one a digital, and the 
last a combination of both. And, for when kids 
tire of time-telling, there are two extra games, 
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one involving memory and guessing, the other a 
simple drawing game. 

The main menu offers you the choice of any 
of the five games or an option menu, on which 
parents or teachers can set a number of prefer- 
ences — whether the digitised voice says “one 
fifty” (digital) or “ten to two” (analogue); how 
many questions there are at each level; whether 
the hour hand on the clock face moves gradually 
(as on a real clock) or jumps from hour to hour,

The third game, Master Time, takes time- 
telling skills a stage further. It shows both a 
watch and a clock simultaneously, and you have 
to set the time on one to match that shown on 
the other. You can select which one is pre-set by 
the ST, and there are two mouths on-screen, one 
for each timepiece. 

Just in case kids start to get bored, the pack- 
age includes two totally unrelated games. Play- 
house may appeal to younger children. It shows a 
jolly picture of a large house. At first, one happy 
little pig briefly appears at one of the windows. 
After it disappears, you must click on that win- 
dow. Next, two pigs appear, one after the other 
at different windows, and you must click on the 
windows in the right sequence. This continues 
with ever increasing numbers of piggies, to a 
maximum of nine, and every time you get the 
answer right you are rewarded with a tune and a

short animated burst. The final game, Doodle, is 
a simple drawing game where the screen takes 
on the appearance of an Etch-a-Sketch machine. 
You can choose from five pen types and six 
colours to draw your pics. To draw, you click on 
one of eight direction icons at the bottom of the 
screen. This causes the screen cursor to move in 
that direction and draw a line. 

B Ware could be criticised for trying to pad 
their package out with two totally unrelated 
games. However, younger children especially 
tend to need a break after using one of the time- 
telling programs for a short while. They go onto 
Playhouse or Doodle and soon return to practis- 
ing their time-telling skills. 

Master Time is undoubtedly one of the best 
time-telling programs available for the ST. It may 
not have the instant appeal and pyrotechnic 
rewards offered by Fun School 3’s Clock, but it is 
the first ST program which accepts that kids have 
to know how to read both digital and analogue 
faces. If you want to buy a time-telling tutor for 
your children, you should seriously consider it. It

isn't, however, worth buying just for the other two 
games in the package - Playhouse is too 
monotonous to hold children’s interest indefinitely, 
and there are several children’s art packages, 
most of them at least as good as Doodle. A simi- 
lar program, Kid Sketch, is available from most 
Public Domain libraries (see FORMAT’s directory, 
page 87) for just a few pounds. These two 
games should be seen as a bonus, nothing more. 
Overall, Master Time is a super package that 
takes an important, neglected area and deals 
with it in an interesting and entertaining way.

attempting to discover the secrets of his ST. He’s 
desperate to know how he can interface it, using 
the in-built ports, so that he can control a bank of 
light emitting diodes (LEDs) and several switches. 
Chris knows that it can be done —.after all the ST 
has loads of interfacing ports already built-in: the 
printer (parallel) port, the modem (serial) port, 
plus the cartridge, DMA and MIDI ports. But panic 
not, Chris, because they're all pretty easy to mas- 
ter. Using GFA Basic v2, you talk to a port with 
the OUT command. This takes the form out 
portnumber, data where portnumber is the 
code for which port you're using and data is the 


byte you want to send. The portnumber codes 
are as follows: 

0 for LST/PRN (the parallel printer port) 

1 for AUX (the modem serial port) 

2 for CON (the console screen) 

3 for MID (the MIDI Output port) 

4 for IKB (the intelligent keyboard processor) 

5 for VID (the console in transparent mode) 
The first two are the most useful because these 
are the likely places with which you can interface 
home-made devices. Control of switches or LEDs 
is most suited to the parallel port because with 
this you can send out eight single-bit commands 
at once, rather than sequentially. However if you 
need to send out more detailed information (a 
string of command bytes to a remote processor 
for example), you should use the modem port. 


PATH OVER TROUBLED STREAMS 


Mark Keeling has a problem (apart from forget- 
ting to address his letters, that is!). He’s using 
Soft-Logik’s PageStream DTP package and has 
trouble importing pictures, whatever their format. 
He’s also having a hard time typing words onto 
the screen because they're all coming out as 
black blocks. Understandably, he wants to know 
why this is happening. Well, Mark, there is a sim- 
ple explanation to all this. Most likely, it’s caused 
by the fact that your version has not been cor- 
rectly installed onto your ST. The way to do this is 
not made totally clear in PageStream’s manual, 
so it’s not surprising you're having this problem. 
First, check your backup disk for a file called 
PGS.INF or PGSUK:INF (it's the .INF bit that’s 
important). This is the configuration file that is 
scanned when PageStream boots up, and it con-

i While it’s an excellent DTP package, PageStream 
needs setting up properly before you can get the 
best out of it. You’ve got to make sure that it can 
find the fonts and import/export modules first, or 
things are going to look decidedly naff on-screen! 
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tains all the pathnames and directories which 
PageStream needs to find fonts and import and 
export modules. If the entries in the .INF file are 
incorrect or don’t exist on your disks, then you 
get the symptoms Mark is experiencing. It is pos- 
sible to edit the file with a word processor, but 
this is not recommended as there are unprintable 
characters in the file which may crash your partic- 
ular word processor. 

The best way of re-routing all the directories 
to your own ones (as opposed to SoftLogik’s 
defaults) is to rename the .INF file to something 
else (so it’s not scanned) and just let PageStream 
boot up as normal. Then create a new document 
(so that you can access the Fonts menu) and 
select the Manager button on the window that 
appears. Use the Add function to tell the font 
manager where all your fonts are located. If 
you're using a floppy drive system you can put 
them on drive B so that the program asks you to 
swap disks when loading. When you're done, 
press Default to save the new configuration to a 
brand new .INF file. 

Finally, you should use the Set/Save Paths 
menu option in the program to store the directo- 
ries and pathnames for all your relevant file stor- 
age. You need to create a document for drivers 
(the import and export modules — plus printer 
drivers and palettes), pictures, text, and 
PageStream documents. Again, when you're 
finished, save your setup by pressing the Default 
button. Now when you load up PageStream from 
cold, it can locate all the missing bits and you 
can say goodbye to the black block problem.

1. How do | create doc files? 

You can create these with most word proces- 
sors which can save data as ASCII (7st Word, 
Protext, ST Writer and so on). Just type in the 
file, save it and then you can double-click on it 
straight from the Desktop. 


2. Do I really need a colour and a 
mono monitor? 

Not really. It largely depends on the work you 
want to do on your ST. Virtually all games 
require colour monitors, while most business, 
desktop publishing and music programs work 
best on monochrome displays. 


@ Nyargh! What happened to my flippin’ program? 
And what the blue blazes are all these time bombs 
about? Luckily, they can tell you quite a bit... 


3. When I see bombs, does it mean 
my ST is broken? 


No. The bombs indicate a system error or some 
kind of program crash. They’re there for pro- 
grammers mainly, but the number of bombs 
relates to the type of fault. The standard codes 
are 2 bombs = Bus Error, 3 = Address Error, 4 
=lllegal Instruction, 5 = Division by Zero, 6 = 
CHK exception, 7 = TRAPV exception, 8 = Privi- 
lege Violation and 9 = Trace Exception. 


4. During some games which ask for 
a disk swap, my drive keeps on 
spinning. What should | do? 

Don’t panic! Often this is because of sloppy pro- 
gramming, or certain simultaneous events con- 
fusing TOS. Check that the drive light is off. If it 
is, then swapping won’t hurt. If the light is on, 
wait a while because data may be being written 
to the disk. Eventually the ST’s time-out facility 
should realise the drive is still spinning and turn 
it off. If this doesn’t happen, check to make sure 
that there are no click-click-click sounds coming 
from the drive before you swap your disk — 
these signify that the drive-head is moving from 
track to track. 


5. Are all games compatible with 
every ST and STE? 


No. Bit of a sore point that one. Some older 
games only work on STs and crash horribly on 
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FEED Your ST!

NOW LISTEN UP! 


uz, Are you a bit envious of 
A: “, Amiga games machine own- 
OO ers because of their sound 
Ze* quality? You needn't be, 
because Daniel Hallett from 
New South Wales has hit upon a solution to give 
you better sound output from your ST. The rea- 
son most STs sound a bit naff is because of the 
poor quality of the speakers in your monitor. 
Wouldn't it be nice to be able to pipe the sound 
straight into your hi-fi or ghettoblaster, where you 
can boost the treble or pump up the bass to 
really get things swinging? 
lf you've got an hour or so, a tenner to spare 
and can handle a soldering iron, then this tip is 
for you. By following the steps below, you can fit 
a small socket to the monitor which enables you 
to enhance your ST’s dulcet tones tenfold. Before 
you start, you need a few bits and pieces. 
@ Atari SC1224 monitor (but it may work on 
others too) 
@ Three pieces of insulated copper wire, 
approximately 30 cm long 
@ One 3.5 mm female stereo socket 
@ One “Y’ cord (a 3.5 mm male stereo plug at 
one end with two RCA phono male plugs on the 
other two) 
Blu-Tak or glue 
®@ philips screwdriver (preferably long) 
®@ soldering iron with solder 
® needle-nose pliers 
®

wire strippers/cutters 
handheld drill with a drill bit as wide as the 
5mm socket 


Before opening the casing find a clear work area 
and use some soft padding to protect the front of 
the monitor. Make sure it’s switched off and the 
mains plug is removed from the wall socket! 


1. Unscrew the casing of the 3.5mm socket and 
make sure there are three pins (two short, one 
ong) with solder holes in them. 

2. Solder a length of wire to each pin. 

3. Join the two wires coming off the short pins. 
Solder them together securely. 

4. Place your monitor facedown on your pre- 
pared work surface. 

5. Remove the 6 screws from the casing and 


remember where they go (they are all of different 
sizes and lengths). 
6. Remove the casing slowly. As you begin taking 
the back casing off, you find two wires (red and 
blue, twisted together). These go through a small 
connector which you must disconnect. 
7. Remove the casing completely. There is no 
need to touch the insides of the monitor itself. 
You'll find the speaker mounted on the inside of 
the back casing. 
8. Measure the correct hole positioning: 
from the back to the front, measure 15 cm 
from the top to the bottom, measure 13 cm 
9. Drill a hole at the measured position using a 
bit that is just larger than the threads of the 3.5 
mm female socket. Clean up any plastic from 
around the edge of the hole when finished. 
10. Feed the previously soldered wires through 
the hole and place the 3.5 mm female socket 
into the hole so the socket faces out and the 
wires face in. Put the socket-casing back on. 
Screw it on tight so that it doesn’t come off. 
11. Solder the two wires (which you soldered 
together) onto the tab on the speaker with the 
red wire connected. Now solder the single wire to 
the other speaker tab (with the blue wire con- 
nected to it). 
12. Blu-Tak or glue the loose wires to the inside 
of the monitor to prevent fouling when you put 
the casing back on. 
13. Slowly put the casing back on and remember 
to feed the monitor cable through the back of the 
casing. Now reconnect the small coupling back 
together (it only joins one way). 
14. Slide the casing fully together and put the 
screws back into their correct positions. 
15. Now just reconnect your ST and monitor, and 
then use the “Y’-cord to connect the new socket 
to your hifi or boom-box. You can control the vol- 
ume level using the hi-fi or monitor volume knob.

~ MONITORING 
THE MODES 


The term “resolution” has slightly different mean- 
ings depending on what you're talking about. If 
you're talking about the ST's screen resolution, it 
means the three different screen modes you can 
obtain - 320x200 pixels, 640x200 and 
640x400. With monitors, however, resolution 
describes the actual spacing between the blobs 
of phosphor on the inside of the monitor tube. 
These are the things that glow and give you a 
picture. The spacing between the dots is known 
as dot pitch - the closer the dots, the higher the 
potential pixel resolution you can display. While

these are industry-standard terms for determining 
tube types, Atari use

to be sure is to check the synchronisation modes 
of a monitor before buying.

Check these specifications with your dealer before you fork out for your monitor — especially if 
you're not sure. In any case, you can usually find out this information from the monitor’s manual. 


EH? WHAT SHORT-TERM MEMORY? 


Brian Douglas from Morecambe is having a few problems with SIMMs 
while upgrading his STE to one MByte. His first problem occurred when he 
tried to fit the things into the STE’s sockets. They wouldn't fit without desol- 
dering the tabs along the bottom. Brian did this but his STE subsequently 
started doing crazy things. Desktop icons were labelled in a strange alpha- 
bet and he found that the screen display was covered in a series of pulsat- 
ing vertical lines. With the SIMMs removed, everything worked fine again. 
Brian deduced that the SIMMs were damaged, probably by his attempts 
at reworking them. As it turns out, this is a fair guess, Brian. SIMMs are 


incredibly sensitive devices — more so than standard DIL memory chips. The 
damage was most likely caused by static electricity, which has a habit of 
blowing the tiny diodes and transistors inside ICs. 

There is a useful moral to this story. Always make sure that any 
upgrade kits you buy for your STE contain the correct SIMMs. These are 
25609JA SIMMs (256K by 9 DRAM). Some STE owners may find that their 
machines are fitted with SIPs. These are exactly the same as SIMMs, but 
pre-soldered onto the circuit board. Unfortunately, you must remove the 
SIPs and fit in SIMM sockets if you want to upgrade your machine. 


GFA Basic programmer’s surgery 
Barrie Capel again helps you out of those GFA programming blues 


This month, we tackle a common problem people 
have with file saving. One reader wants to know 
how to stop his program from erasing files if an 
existing name is chosen by mistake — he isn't 
using a fileselector so he can’t see the existing 
files on the disk when he wants to save a file. 

Another wants to know how to automatically 
put an extender on a filename only if one is not 
present. His program puts the extender .FIL on 
automatically, but he gets filenames like, 
A:\PHONE.FIL.FIL, if he forgets and types in 
an extender as well as the filename. 

The last one is easy to solve. When a 
filename has been entered, simply check for the 
existence of a full stop. This indicates that an 
extender has been entered. If you find one, and it 
isn’t correct, delete it, replace it with the correct 
one and then finally add the drive and pathname. 
=e we use EXIST to see if the file is already on 


the disk. If it is, you can put a warning Alert box 
on the screen. In this example though, you can 
rename the extender of the file on disk to “.BAK” 
before saving the new file. 

The listing EXTEND.LST shown below 
assumes that you are using drive A and that the 
files saved have .FIL for the extender. Alter them 
to suit your own tastes.

| read with interest Tan Shah's comments on 
Virgin’s policy regarding software returns in your 
July issue [Feedback, STF 24]. Our policy is most 
certainly not to automatically exchange any items 
returned.

Unfortunately, as you will appreciate, it is not 
always possible to check every fault (unlike with 
music CDs or cassettes), especially if the prob- 
lem is not evident until well into the gameplay. 
Therefore, in the interest of good customer ser- 
vice, we would give the benefit of the doubt with 
such cases. However, we will test the product 
wherever we can. 

The idea that retailers such as ourselves 
would encourage piracy is ludicrous — the prob- 
lem affects is as deeply as it does software 
houses and we are completely committed to 
stamping it out wherever possible. Mr Shah — 
whose claim to work for us is untrue since he left 
our Oxford Street store in October of last year — 
is not well informed of our policies.

challenges to overcome. The more obstacles 
thrown in your path, the faster and more adept 
you become at tackling them. A successful game 
constantly needs to keep up with the abilities of 
the player — going neither too fast nor too slow. 

Not all games get the balance right: Elec- 
tronic Arts’ Imperium was too tough and Dragon's 
Lair was too easy. Programmers can often get 
carried away and make a game too hard without 
realising it. In the case of Rick Dangerous, the 
programmers at Core Design played the game 
over and over again to test it for problems and in 
the process became better at tackling those 
problems. Thinking the game must be too simple 
for most game-players, they increased the diff- 
culty level far too much. As a result, Rick Danger- 
ous was so hard that you had to have the cheat 
codes to play through more than two levels. In 
the end Microprose released a new version which 
gave players a choice of which level to play. 

In most cases | think the software publishers 
have got the skill levels about right. Loom was an 


easy adventure and Yolanda was an incredibly 
difficult platform game, but these occasional 
exceptions are tailored to meet specific ability 
levels. This kind of support keeps us all happy. 


Those were the days 
As the power and graphical capabilities of the ST 
continue to improve, modern games are often 
less playable than the 8-bit hits. Although | own 
many good games for my ST, none so far are as 
enjoyable as some XE classics. These include 
Rescue on Fractalus, Koronis Rift, The Eidolon, 
Loderunner, Stealth, Spellunker, Star Raiders 2 
and Tail of Beta Lyrae. 

Will any of these great games be converted 
to the ST? | hope some software houses have the 
vision to recreate these classic games for the 
new generation of game-players.

ATARI’S FAMILY CURRICULUM 


Bi Why Atari got it right 

| was delighted to see the review of the Atari 
1040ST Family Curriculum pack in the July 
issue of ST FORMAT, and wholeheartedly agree 
with the verdict reached by David Jones that it 
is “the best of the computer and educational 
software bundles around at the moment.” How- 
ever | would still like to raise several points. 

With the launch of the 1040ST Family Cur- 
riculum pack, Atari are not seeking to “cash in” 
on the importance of information technology 
within schools (although we are keen to see as 
many STs in schools as possible). The concept 
behind this new pack was to move away from 
the traditional one machine/one user approach 
to computing and to produce a package that is 
relevant and useful to a modern family. 

The rationale for developing this pack has 
been derived from some fundamental market 
research into the attitudes and beliefs of ST 
users. Although most STs are used by people 
who understand its capabilities and know what 
they want to do with it, most are bought by par- 
ents who don’t understand the difference 
between computers and consoles. 

With the launch of this pack we're trying to 
address two key concerns that our research had 
indicated customers have when considering 
purchasing 16-bit computers. 

The first concern was that if parents bought 
a computer for their children, it would turn them 


into “anti-social morons” who would “forget 
how to talk to people” and spend all their time 
playing “silly games.” With the 1040ST Family 
Curriculum pack we are trying to show that (a) 
the pack is suitable for all the family and not just 
one “anti-social” member, and (b) since there 
isn’t a single game included in the pack there 
must be other more productive aspects of com- 
puting than game-playing (the end user knows 
that if he or she wants to play games there are 
hundreds of titles available to choose from). 

The second concern was that if parents 
bought the Atari ST for their children, would 
they be able to use it for word processing or 
with other non-game software? Again we have 
tried to demonstrate that the ST is a flexible and 
powerful computer by including a wide range of 
software titles within the Family Curriculum 
pack itself. It is important for us to show how 
versatile the Atari ST can be. 

With regards to the quality of software con- 
tained in the Family Curriculum pack, we are 
happy with the overall quality and would 
endorse David Jones’s statement that “the pro- 
grams in the pack are not necessarily the best 
on the market” but are “simply examples of 
what is available.” The breadth of software in 
the pack was as important a consideration in 
pulling the contents of this package together as 
the quality of the individual programs. The fact 
that one of the modules achieved a rating of 
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than visually inspiring. The likes of yesterday's 
Pacman, Space Invaders and Defender spawned 
today’s Xenon 2, Flood and Corporation. 

Many of the newer ST games concentrate on 
top-of-the-range visuals and sound effects, but 
often at the expense of gameplay. New game 
styles are few and far between, but when a new 
idea emerges it often races right up the charts. 
Lemmings, for example, is a totally new idea, 
with the emphasis on addictive gameplay over 
visuals and sound effects. Last month’s FORMAT 
Gold award is testament to how good it is. Popu- 
lous and Sim City are original ideas and they too 
concentrate not on the effects but on the game- 
play. Why turn to PD versions of old classics 
when you can find original and addictive game- 
play among today's big releases? 


Hydra’s lack of stereo 
I've been reading with interest the letters from 
STE owners asking when STE versions of games 
are going to be available. My friend Douglas Little 
happens to work for Ice software in Glasgow. 
Their last project was Hydra for Domark. He 
wrote a routine which enabled the STE to play a 
superior soundtrack for the game. This sound- 
track was in true stereo with certain instruments 
changing speakers as the tune played. (| can 
vouch for this because he showed it to me and it 
was very good.) A copy was sent to Domark for 
playtesting. Shortly afterwards Domark got >

| believe that all the programs are well con- 
structed and suitable for novices as well as 
slighly more advanced users. | also believe that 
users may well seek to upgrade some of the pro- 
grams when they become more familiar with 
them. If this leads to a wider range of “serious” 
software being developed for the ST, then | 
believe that Atari and the readers of FORMAT will 
be very happy.

@ Where FORMAT got it wrong 

| am moved to respond to the review of the pro- 
grams we supplied to Atari as part of the Family 
Curriculum Pack. | find it hard to believe that the 
writer has used the programs because of the 
number of inaccuracies. The list of features sup- 
posedly missing from S7 Word, for instance, 
includes reformatting, alterable line spacing, 
bold, underline and italic text. All these features 
are in fact built in. 

The SUM command which the writer claims 
is missing from ST Calc is in fact included. The 
writer also seems to find the formatting of cells 
difficult. Happily, real users do not seem to con- 
sider it a problem to read options in a selection 
box and click on the ones required. ST Calc is 
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not as good as our state-of-the-art version 4, but 
it’s still a reasonable introductory package and 
upgrade rights to version 3 or 4 are available if 
the user desires. 

According to the writer, the searching on K 
Data is difficult — | won’t bother to quote the 
childish simile used. We have a very large num- 
ber of users who would disagree — children 
included. The searching and report facilities are 
generally regarded as very straightforward to 
use: select the field name and criteria (both from 
an on-screen list) - Name = Smith, for example — 
click on “Find First” and the search occurs. 
More complex searches involving data in differ- 
ent fields can be built up in the same manner. If 
your reviewer finds on-screen lists difficult to 
use, I suggest he returns to shooting aliens. 

I find it incredible that a supposedly rep- 
utable publisher, albeit of a primarily games 
magazine, should print an article with this num- 
ber of inaccuracies — the list goes on but life is 
short. The business programs supplied in the 
Family Curriculum Pack are not “fundamentally 
flawed.” They are meant as introductory pro- 
grams and fulfill that purpose well.

Nor is ST FORMAT primarily a “games mag- 
azine.”’ Long before Atari themselves thought up 
a Family Curriculum pack to “show how versa- 
tile the Atari ST can be,” ST FORMAT made a 
point of covering the vast range of ST applica- 
tions. | hope that features such as this month's 
roundup of printers and memory upgrades prove 
that we deal as professionally with “serious” 
packages as we do with games. 

As for the programs Mr Day mentions, we 
are happy to set the record straight and, in the 
light of these corrections, to increase the STF 
Rating for the Business Computing module to 
69%. However, as both Peter Staddon and Mr 
Day point out, the programs in question are not 
exactly state-of-the-art, and we still feel that the 
Business Computing module doesn’t reach the 
high standards set by the pack’s exemplary first 
module in particular, which earned an impres- 
sive rating of 94%.

“Unfortunately, nothing was agreed formally 
and when the finished version was presented to 
us, it was felt that, as much as we would have 
liked to, we couldn't take the STE version. This 
was because of the large financial commitment 
required — both the STE music and graphics were 
being charged at an additional rate. 

“| do hope Noel appreciates that it wasn’t 
just a matter of ignoring the STE enhancements. 
Had they been budgeted for at the beginning of 
Hydra’s production, I’m sure he would have been 
playing and listening to them now. However, Ice 
are a very talented team and though Hydra didn’t 
receive the STE treatment, I’m sure their future 
titles will benefit from this experience.”
